Sparks From Fr. Mark 

Prayer Corner 

This past Friday, a number of us from our 
parish community who work in the ministry 
of Faith Formation met with a group from 
Holy Cross parish in Timberlake to continue 
our discussion of Generations of Faith, or 
Whole Community Catechesis, or 
Intergenerational Faith Formation. 

The cluster of parishes in the Timberlake, 
Isabel and Trail City area has had great 
success with the intergenerational, life-long 
catechesis model for the past four years— 
though at times it has been a struggle. 

It is through the leadership of Bishop Cupich 
in a collaborative effort with the different 
ministry groups in the diocese, based on the 
work of our Diocesan Synod in 2002, that he 
has asked the parishes in the diocese to move 
in this new direction, not only with 


Generations of Faith, but also with the 
RENEW program. This is a huge paradigm 
shift for all of us. 

We as a parish community at OLBH have 
dabbled in the Generations of Faith model, 
while at the same time holding on to our 
traditional classroom model of faith 
formation. Perhaps it is time for us let go of 
the classroom model, in which our focus has 
been on our children and youth grades K-12 
and not on adults or families. Perhaps it is 
time to make the intergenerational life-long 
learning model of faith formation the primary 
model in which we hand on the faith. 

As Bishop Cupich has said, we are about 
“helping people move away from a view of 
God as just another factor in their lives, 
among others that they must deal with each 
day, to view themselves as a factor in God's 
life. What we are really talking about here is 
bringing people to understand the importance 
of their own particular way of witnessing to 
the dying and rising of Christ in a way that is 
a source of God's salvation for others.” 

This past Saturday some of us attended a 
training session on this intergenerational 
model of faith formation. We received a 
packet which included a letter from Bishop 
Cupich, in which he calls us again to a new 
paradigm, encouraging all of us to take a 
greater responsibility for our own faith 
development as person and as families. I am 
including that letter in the bulletin hoping you 
will take the time to read and discuss Bishop 
Cupich’s letter with family, parish and 
friends.
